Claims 1-32 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
process for producing a sonicated plant seed as chimed in claim 1 , wherein the plant seed is sonicated in the oresence of a solvent at 
an intensity of at least so W/cm 2 and at a frequency ranging from about 16 to about 100 kHz.
